When the County Court was in
session recently an effort
was made to get Judge Gay to
withdraw his suit for writ of man-
damus which he sought in the
Court of Appeals, authorizing him
as Presiding Judge, through his
agents, to inspect the books of the
County Treasurer and County
Clerk. This the Judge refused to
do for several reasons, one of
which was that if he would with-
draw the suit he would have to pay
the costs and another being that
should he withdraw the suit those
seeking an honest and complete
audit of the books would be at the
mercy of those wh6 appear so des-
perate in preventing an expert
audit. Judge Oay then made a
proposition to the other two mem-oe- rs

of the Court, who call them-
selves Democrats, that they select
a bonded expert accountant and
that Judge Gay select one and that
the Court contract with the two to
make an expert audit of the county
books. That certainly was a fair,
square, honorable proposition but
the other members of the court re-

fused to do anything of the kind
but instead made a contract with
two young men whose names are
Wm. Edgar, Jr., and J. P. Foard.
The youg gentlemen are now at-
tempting to audit the books.
